ELEVENTH FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 


Edmonton, Oct, 2, 1922. 

Alberta has had a couple of weeks 
of ideal threshing weather. Up to the 
end of September, no damaging frosts 
are reported from any portion of the 
Province. Medicine Hat reports 89% 
of threshing completed, Lethbridge 
60%, Raymond 35%, Vermilion 60%, 
Gleichen 60%, Youngstown 95%, 
Athabasca and Peace River Country, 
threshing well under way. 

The yields reported are variable as 
regards the whole province. This is 
also true of many different sections 
where good yields go alongside light 
yields, the higher yields being larvely 
attributable to summer-fallowing and 
good farming. Threshers in turning

6 Degree Frost Period 


Two weeks ago an article was sent 
out to Alberta newspapers showing 
the “Frost Free Periods” in the prov- 
ince. To supplement this we wish to 
give Alberta people an idea of the 
periods which are free from dangerous 
frosts. To this end the Publicity and 
Statistical branch of the Department 
of Agriculture has compiled from the 
Domin ion Meteorological Records a 
table showing the “Six Degree Period”, 
taking into consideration the date of 
the last 6 degree frost in the spring 
and the first 6 degree frost in the fall, 
and covering dates from the for- 
mation of the province to the end of 
1921. The figures quoted hereunder 
cover the period from 1916 to 1921— 
six years—and farmers who are 
interested in a subject of this kind 
should cut out these figures and put 
them away for reference:— 

Medicine Hat—Average over six 
years 173 days; longest period 209 
days in 1921; shortest period 154 days 
in 1916; April 9, 1919, and October 22, 
1918, are the extreme dates. 

Calgary—Average over six years 
151 days; longest period 166 days in 
1917; shortest 186 days in 1921; May 
4, 1919 and October 22, 1918, are the 
extreme dates. 

Edmonton—Average over six years 
147 days; longest period 164 days ir 
1921; shortest period 119 days in 
1917; April 24, 1916 and October 8, 
1918, are extreme dates. 

Vermilion—Six years average 123 
days; longest period 136 days in 1918; 
shortest period 110 days in 1920; May 
17, 1918, and Sept. 30, 1921 are the 
extreme dates. 

Peace River—Six years average119 
days; longest period 153 days in 1921; 
shortest period 115 days in 1916; April 
7, 1921, and Sept. 30, 1917 are the 
extreme dates. 

In a series of experiments made at 
the Lacombe Experimental Farm to 
determine the time required to mature 
various grains, it was shown that in 
1916 it required 159 days to mature 
Marquis wheat, -155 days to mature 
Banner Oats, and 140 days to mature 
0. A. C. barley, calculating the time 
from the date of seeding to date of 
harvesting. In 1917 Marquis wheat 
required 119 days, Banner oats and 
O. A. C. barley 98 days. In 1918 
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Marquis wheat required 186 days, 
Banner oats 120 days, and O. A. C. 
barley 128 days. In 1919 Marquis 
wheat required 129 days, Banner oats 
120 days and O, A. C. barley 113 days. 


From these figures it would appear 
that climatic conditions have a great 


deal to do with crop production in 
Alberta.

The best grain crops are reporte? in 
the south and southwestern portions 
of the Province. Very good yields are 
reported in the Cardston, Pincher 
Creek, Lethbridge, Claresholm, Vulcan 
and Taber districts. Medicine Hat, 
Lomond and Redcliff districts report 
light yields. Points along the Govose 
Lake Line reports light crops; also 
points in the eastern part of the cent- 
ral portion of the Province. In the 
Gleichen-Bassano districts, on pon- 
irrigated lands, the yields have been 
fair, but lower than expected. Fast 
of Edmonton, on the C, N. R. the wheat 
is running from 10 to 15 bushels on 
stubble and 20 to 30 bushels on sum- 
merfallow; oats averaging 30 bushels 
and barley 20 bushels. In the Atha- 
basea country, wheat will average 20 
bushels, oats 40 and barley 25 bushels 
In the Peace River Country, the crop 
as a whole is lighter than usual, with 
odd points showing very fine yields.

F. Carvel, chairman, and Commis 
sioner Lawrence, of the Railway Com 
mission, Sat in Calgary last Thurs- 
day afternoon (September 28th) to 
ecnsider the matter of protests as to 
the removal of trains 540 and 541, 
Macleod-Calgary. A strong delega- 
tion from southern points was in at- 
tendance—some fifty, in all—to pre- 
sent the case of towns and districts 
that objected to the change in train 
service. Among those present were

Mayor Fawcett and W. H._ Shield, 
M.P.P., representing Macleod’s inter- 
ests; Mr. Milne, M.P.P., Claresholm, 
and G. H. Coote, M.P. Many repre- 
sentatives were in evidence from loc- 
lals of the U.F.A., and John W. Hugil! 
represented the Calgary Board of 
Trade; and H. Higginbotham, the 
U.F.A. organization, and Mr. Welsh 
was present in the Commercial Trav- 
elers’ organized interests. 


Mayor Fawcett spoke officially for 
the south towns affected, and in pre- 
senting the case dealt at length with 
records of C.P.R. service, the crop 
conditions of the country affected, and 
the inadequacy of passenger and ex- 
press service resultant on the removal 
of trains in question. Mayor Fawcett 
dwelt on the fact of the Kipp-

to making the Kipp-Aldersyde line 
pay. Mayor Fawcett urged that in all 
fairness to settlers along the original 
line (the line now in question) trains 
540 and 541 should be again put in 
service, 


Mr. Hugill dealt with the subject 
almost exclusively from the revenue 
standpoint—bringing strong evidence 
to show that the trains prior to re- 
moval had been operated at a fair 
profit. 

H. Higginbotham showed the con- 
siderable loss to farmers in the cream 
business—they losing one grade by 
reason of delayed shipments; and

By the courtesy of Superintendent 
Mackintosh the regular south-bound 
train was held 45 minutes in order 
that southern delegates might return 
that evening. 


A GREAT VICTORIAN 


Tennyson is the most representative 
poet of the Victorian age. His char- 
acteristics were dignity, stateliness, 
grandeur and a chivalrous sense of 
honor. He dealt with a great variety 
of interests. He was more or less in 
revolt against romanticism. The key- 
note of his poetry is reverence for law. 
He could sympathize with Lancelot’s 
lawless love when 
His honor rooted in hishonor stood. 

But conscience compelled the poet 
to condemn Lancelot. The modern 
theories of free love would have 
aroused Tennyson’s indignation. It 
must be acknowledged that he never 
placed nature on a higher pedesta! 
than convention. Nevertheless, it was 
not paltry conventions that appealed 
to Tennyson—it was the grand tradi- 
tions that for thousands of years 
brave and good men have cherished. 
He wished, like his own Arthur, that 
“the true old times” should never die. 
He believed that 
“The whole round world is every day 
Bound by gold chains about the feet 

of God.” 


In the polish of his verse he re- 
sembles Vergil, whom he was 
apostrophized in two memorable 
lines: 


“T salute thee, Mantanoos, 
I who loved thee since my years 
began, 
Singer of the kindliest measure, 
Ever uttered by the lips of man.” 
Inferior to Browning 
Originality was not Tennyson’s 
strong point. All his ideas have found 


expression in one form or another be- | 


fore. But he clothes old ideas with 
a new and exquisite beauty. How ad- 
mirably he conveys the sense of an un- 
sectarian faith in the words: 

“Our little systems have their day; 
They have their day and cease to be; 
| They are but broken light of Thee, 


And Thou, O Lord, are more than 
they.” 

That he is inferior as a poet to 

Browning is now beginning to be 


realized. One acute critic has said 
that in Tennyson we have the whit 
meat and in Browning the dark. 
Browning is more penetrative, com- 
prehensive and concentrated. Ten- 


nyson said himself that he would 
gladly give all the poetry he ever 
wrote to have been able to write 


Browning’s words, 

“O the little more, and how much it is! 

O the [little less, and what worlds 
away!” 

The beauty of single lines in Ten- 
nyson enthralls us. Their poignancy 
is heart-rending. Take the line in 
“The Princess” in “Tears, Idle Tears”: 
“Dear remembered kisses after 
death.”

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HORRORS OF THE RED TERROR 


OF THE CHEKA 


A book on the Russian Cheka has 
been published by Russians in Berlin. 
It is a volume that would be distinctly 
unfit for publication were it not a 
cold, exact record of the murderous 


tortures of the Cheka. The Cheka is 
the name given by the RBolsheviki 
to the “Commissiens for Combating 


the Counter Revolution,” and is 
formcd from the first letters of the 
Russian title of those commissions. 
The Red Terror that has operated un- 
der the Cheka far exceeds in fiendish 
cruelty and malignity, in absolute 
stupefying tortures, anything that the 
world has been accustomed to believe 
of the nights of the St. Bartholomew 
massacre, the Black Hole of Calcutta 
the horrors of the Spanish inquisition 
or the worst crime of the ancient Em- 
perors of Rome. 


Callous Indefatigability 


There are dozens of Cheka prisons. 


There was only one Black Hole of 
Culeutta, one massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew. Red and White  ter- 


rors have come and gone, but not one 
has had the callous indefatigability of 
this Cheka. The authenticity of the 
book is vouched for by the Russian 
Socialist-Revolutionary party, the 
moderates upon whom the wrath of 
the Bolsheviki has been turned. 
first chapter of this terrible 
ment deals with the treatment of 
ordinary criminals under the Soviet 
regime. Their crimes, real or imagin- 
ary, are investigated by Cheka “in- 
vestigators,” whose methods com- 
mence with gentle treatment and 
offers to the prisoner to enter the 
Cheka service as a provocator, and 
finish, in the case of a refusal, with 
brutal violence. Here, for example, is 
the typical experience of a certain 
Pole, Jan Otremsky, who was accused 
(falsely, as it appears) of shooting 
through the window of a Cheka office. 
He was called before a certain Vul, 
of the Cheka investigators in 
Moscow, whg asked him if he had had 
his morning coffee, and then ordered 
breakfast to be brought in for both of 
them, The telephone rang, and Vul 
answered as follows: 

“Jan Otremsky is here 
now. I’m sure we shall not have to 
shoot him, He’s going honestly to 
confess, and will become an active 
worker for us.” 

This obviously arranged program 
deceived Otremsky, who none the 
less protested his innocence and re- 
fused to join the Cheka. Vul a last 
lost his temper and struck him over 
the head with a rifle. Otremsky re- 
ceived no further trial, but was short- 
ly afterward shot!

Executioners Went Mad 

Every evening in the underground 
prison of the Moscow Cheka_ the 
prisoners used to wait for their death; 
no one knew if he would be killed or 
released, and horrible scenes used to 
take place when the executioners open- 
ed the doors of the cellar and called 
out the victims’ names. The execu- 
tioners were pathological specimens, 
who after shooting their hundreds of 
victims usually went mad. The details 
of the prisoners’ mental sufferings 
before execution to be found in this 
volume cannot be reproduced here;
